2 Document D1 is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art. from 
which the subject-matter ol independent claim 1 differs in that: 

the power transmission means con deliver power from the prime mover to 
both the marine propulsion means and the land propulsion means when the 
vehicle is operated in the land mode; 

the amphibious vehicle is operable either in a marine mode or in a land 
mode and when the power transmission means transmits power from the prime 
mover then the transmitted power is transmitted always to the marine propulsion 
means whether the vehicle is operated in the marine or land mode; 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.1 The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as to further 
develop the known propulsion system especially with respect to the properties of 
the vehicle when entering into and exiting the water. 

2.2 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) as none of the 
available prior ad documents suggests to have the power transmitted to the 
marine propulsion means at all times also when in the land mode. 



2.3 Claims 2-44 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. Claims 45 and 46 also meet 
the requirement of novelty and inventive step, and therefore dependent claims 47 
to 53 meet the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step 
(Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 
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
